Jacksonville, Fla., Sept. 29.— The 
situation here is slowly growing 
brighter, and reports received from 
other points are very encouraging. 
El lav i lie's three cases proved to be a 
hoax; there are now only throe ca.es at Me 
Clenny and one death reported. 

The official bulletin for twenty -four hours 
ending at C p. m. Thursday, showed; N iw 
cuses, 131; deaths, 8; case to date, K,SM| 
deaths to date, 237. Of the 131 new cases 
thirty nine were white and ninety two col- 
ored.

and other points, which, he says, prevents 
\ his company from handling their trains and 
; carrying the United States mails. There is 
no epidemic, he says, at Meridian, nor is 
there any along their lines, whore mob law- 
seems to prevail. He asked the protection 
and aid of the United States marshals so 
that they could resume the running of 
trains. A reply was sent that the depart- 
ment did not care to attempt to force the 
mails through in opposition to state quaran- 
tine laws.

The military pickets have l*>en with 
drawn, ami Memphis is now practically open 
to the world. Through trains on all roads 
will resume running to day. Interior towns 
are expected to follow the example of Mem- 
phis. 

At Louisville.

times the number of germs that there an 
nbabitants of Jacksonville and that, if the 
germs exist, they are generally distributed 
upon what is eaten, drank and worn, .ts 
mode of application is puzzling."

astronomical. On June 19, 18,1, he said, tht 
planets were in the same line, and the earth 

I bad yielded to the tendency to approach the 

I sun, and since then cyclones, earthquakes, 
floods, cholera and 3 el low fever had devas 

j tated our planet. 

The advance had been only a few miles, 

' but increased solar attractions contracted 
the earth's surface, causing floods. The uu 

J equal shrinkage caused earthquakes. The 
atmosphere had become denser, and conse- 
quently held more oorbon and its compounds 
solution, producing microbes, and thus 
cholera and yellow fever. Several planets 
were in perihelion at the same time in the 
years 542 and MM, and millions of peopk 
then perished by the plague and black death. 

All the planets, the professor added, were 
passing through the same severe ordeal. 
Mars had an atmosphere so dense and full of 
clouds that only portions of its surface can 
1* seen. But the people there had no yellow 
fever, and if they had such a place as 
Florida they would so cultivate it that it 
could not breed yellow fever. He believed 
that the numerous canals on Mars' surface 
were made to alworb the carbon and prevent

STAR VING IND IANS. 

Numerous Cases of Cannibalism Reported 
From the Far North. 

Winnii'ku. Man., Sept. ^9.— A terrible tale 
of starvation and destitution among the In- 
dians conies from the far north, being at 
Athabasca, in the Peace Riv»r country. 
Owing to the great mortality of b vivor a ami 
other small game, the Indians both last win- 
ter and summer have been in a perpetual 
state of starvation. Both the food supply of 
the Indians ami their power of procuring 
clothing have lieen affected. They are now 
in a complete state of destitution and unable 
to provide themselves with clothim.', ainmii 
nition, etc., for the winter. The above rcur 
city has greatly decreased the number of 
their dogs, necessary to thi Indian for trav 
eling and hunting, which have perished, thus 
seriously increasing tue dilllculty of obtain- 
ing a livelihood. 

At Lake Athabasca and some other lakes 
a great failure of fall and winter fisheries 
during the winter of lSSo 67, between the 
Peace and Athabasca rivers, on account of 
the starvation ami consequent cannibalism a 
parry of twenty-mho Cree Indians was re- 
duced to three. In the Mackenzie river dis- 
trict there wero several cases of death by 
starvation and one or more of c.iuniiialism. 
During Last winter among the Fort Chip* 
pewyan Indians, Uttween twenty and thirty 
starved to death, and the death of others 
was accelerated by the want of fo<xl. A 
party of about twenty Beavers had to be 
couveyed from Grand Prairie, near Dunve- 
gan, Pence river, to Lesser Slave lake, to 
prevent their starving to death. Some of 
them died after arriving there. 

Many other Indians— Croes, Beavers and 
Chippewyans— at almost all points where 
there are missions or trading posts, would 
certainly have been starved to death but for 
the help furnished by the traders ami mis- 
sionaries at those places, furnished very 
at great personal inconvenieuce. 
of families having lost their heads, 
are now perfectly helpless, and must starve 
to death or eat one another unless help

He Secures a Corner and Refuses to Sell 
Until BUM ia Beached, When He Un- 
loads—The Price Advanced to SI. 50 
Friday— The End la Not Yet. 

Chicago. 8ept 28. —September wheat 
rushed ut. to $1 25 Thursday as the result of 
a well planned deal 
engineered by B. P. 
Hutchinson of thia 
ty, better known 
us ' Old Hutch." His 
pr< fl-s have already 
reached $l,500,on, 
and may go to treble 
that sum before 
long. The shorts got 
denperate and bid 
tl.26 in vain until 
"Old Hindi," who owned nearly all the Sep 
tember wheat, magnanimously declined to 
accept a higher figure. So ho gave out that 
he had wheat to sell. 

Thd shorts who had 5,000 or '0,000 or 25,- 
000 bushels lots to cover formed in line as 
though they were at the box oftlce of a 
theater, and, as they filed past the old man 
as he sat by the pillar at the foot of the 
gallery steps, Johnny Brine, his broker, 
sold the coveted cereal. Counselman & 
Day bought 115,000 bushels, and Baldwin & 
Farnhain 100,000, Hutchinson's total sales 
being 530.000 bushels. 

"Hutch" said the millers would pay 11.25 
for the wheat for grinding, and he thought 
he might as well get that price for it. 

A short who, on the plea that he was buy- 
ing wheat for a poor widow, and who 
wanted to settle at $1.24, was told: "Can't 
afford it. I've got to pay interest, insurance, 
etc., and I've got to make expenses. I'm 
sorry for the poor widow just the same." 
Then turning to a poor broker who had been 
bantering him, "Hutch" said: "Think its 
high, do youf I'll just bet you $500 it sells 
at $2 Saturday." 

September closed at $1.25, this being the 
figure set by Hutchinson, there iieing no 
telling where it would have gone but for 
his restraining hand. 

The trading was not done in the wheat pit, 
but around the pillar where Hutchinsoii sat. 
His wheat, which he had been quietly buy 
iug for some time past, had cost from eighty- 
five to ninety-seven cents, and therefore netted 
him an enormous profit. No one knows how 
much he holds yet, but he still has Septem- 
ber wheat for sale and will buy all that is 
offered ot $1.24. It is thought he will re 
peat the deal next mouth on December 
wheat 

This deal, unlike that of Harper's in 
1*13, has lieen carried on without the pur- 
chase of any extraordinary nmount of 
wheat. There are less than $,000,000 bushels 
of contract wheat now in the city, and there 
is no prospect of an increase in the trickling 
stream. When the Harper deal colapsed 
there were lt\ 000,000 bushels in the eity and 
more pointing this way. 

The short interest is supposed to be mainly 
outsde of Chicago, much on New York, 
English and foreign accounts.

Down 
stairs "Old Hutch," with the collar of his 
overcoat buttoned around his ears, sat iu au 
arm chair and smiled grimly on the army of 
brokers that surrounded him, and wanted to 
know wheu he was going to let up. 

"I have no wheat for sale." he said to a 
representative of the United Press, "and I 
don't know what the price is or will lie. I 
may have some on tap between 12 and 1 
o'clock." 

That was all • the satisfaction the shorts 
could get Cash wheat opened at $1.25, 
Thursday night's closing price, then went in 
jumps to $1.*0, $1.41, $1.45, and flu- 

ally at 12:06 to $1.50, The trades, however, 
were small. Five thousand bushels of Sep- 
tember were sold at $1.50 by Lindbloom to 
one of Huchinson's brokers, Liudbloom hav- 
ing paid a dollar for it less than a week ago.

A Priest Orders 

He Cemetery. 

Evansvillk, Ind., Sept 29.— An unusual 
Incident occurred Tuesday, at the village of 
Hardinsburg, Ky., in the Catholic burying 
ground. While the remains of Mr. Frank 
Brown, an old and respected citizen, were 
being interred, the officiating priest, Father 
Creary, ordered all Protestants to withdraw 
from the burying ground, with no otner ex- 
planation than that the graveyard belonged 
to and was consecrated by the Catholics. The 
Protestants immediately withdrew, but the 
affair created quite a commotion in the little 
community, and was readily condemned by 
teveral of the leading Catholics of the 
parish. 

The priest, who had only lieen in charge of 
the church at Hardinsburg about one week, 
Is now being accused of either being iutoxi- 
oated at the time or of unsound miud For 
fifty years the Catholics and Protestants of 
this place have dwelt together in harmony 
and good feeling, and Father Creary'a con- 
gregation naturally feel much humiliated 
over the incident, which will be promptly 



investigated by the bishop. Another phase 
to the matter is that recently there has lieen 
going ou a very acrimonious discussion in 
an adjoining county between a Protestant 
and Catholic minister regarding the tenets 
and practices of the Komish church, and 
this might have influenced the apparant ill 
feeling of Father Creary. 

PRAIRIE FIRES. 

Reports C mini lu From Various Parts of 
Iiakota — Other Fires. 

Jamestown, Dak., Sept. 29.— Reports of 
prairie fire losses are coming in from every 
direction, and the worst fears will be more 
than realized. Between Jamestown and La- 
more a strip of country fifty miles wide was 
burned over. Among the latest losses re- 
ported the losses are: W. B. S. Trinnle, 
2,000 bushels of wheat; a farmer named 
Warren, near Ypsilanti, 400 acres of wheat 
in shock ; hundreds of small farmers sus- 
tained losses ranging from $100 to $1,000. 
Nearly all the hay in the south part of 
Barnes county was destroyed and the same 
may also be said of wheat.

The Produce Exchange of New Tork Vic- 
timized to the Extent of 91U0.OOO. 

New York, Sept. 29.— Great excitement 
prevails among the members of the Pro- 
duce exchange over the discovery that the 
gratuity fund has lieen victimized to the ex- 
tent of $100,000 on thirteen forged mort- 
gages, purporting to be liens on city prop- 
erty.

cau. With free carpet wool I could and would 
make more carpets aud sell them for less, 
wltli as good a profit as I make now, and I'd 
euip'oya good many more men, let me tell 
you. Yes, I'm a Republican, but I'm In favor 
of a rational revision ol the tariff In the in- 
tend ol the manufacturers, consumers and 
woi klngineu, and I'm voting for Cleveland 
on principle.

THOSE DIARY EXTRACTS. 

PRINCE BISMARCK MAKES PUBLIC HIS 
OPINION OF THEM. 



He Bays They mm Inenrrert and Wh.iIh 
tha Publisher Promruted— Who T»HI 
GoTrrn Afa;hiinl«ti»n When the Aineef 
Hi. — A Russian Hiil<irati«t— Note*. 

Berlin, Sept. 'iV. — The text of Prince Bis 
marckV report oti the reputed diary of the 
Emperor Frederick is as follows: 

"I do not consider the diary in the form 
published genuine. The orown prince in 
1W0 did not ^mre in political discussions. I 
did not have the kind's permission t > diMtUi 
with the crown prince the more intimate 
questions of our policy, because the king 
feared it mi^ht lead to indiscretions at the 
English court and harm our religions with 
the German Federal allies. It eems as K 
the daily notes, or at any rate iheir later 
elaboration, were the work of some person in 
the crown prince's entourage. 

"Testing the diary's accuracy, especially 
remarkable U the chronological error made 
in referring to a warm discussion lietween 
myself and the crown prince, regarding the 
future of Germany and the relations be- 
tween the emperor and the German princes 
as occuring nt VmmMm This conversation 
occurred on SeptomU'r 3 at Doncherie. 

"The assertion in the diary that the crown 
princt entertained the idea of using force 
against our Federal allies and violating 
treat ias, is a caluminy against our departed 
•"Vereign. Just as little in accordant with 
the facts is what the diary says concerning 
my attitude toward the imi>eriul question in 
l s »>ti. The crown prince doubted whether 
imperial federation would have l*on possi- 
ble, or oven useful in lntW. 

"The declaration of the pope's infallibility 
Mr Mai tray ■ regarded by me with indiffer- 
ence. This was less the case with the crown 
prince. I considered it a false move on the 
part of the pope, and I begged the crown 
prince to let the question rest, at least during 
the war. The crown prince could never have 
had that impression nor entered tuat state 
ment in his diary. I pursued the question 
after the war. In view of these facts I do 
not consider the diary published in the 
Deutsche Kiindcsohuu genuine. Therefore I 
pray your majesty to empower me to in- 
struct the minister of justice to orde;- a pub- 
lic prosecution." 

The ftoMnnlgt Z'itunz think* that Prince 
Bismarck's memory is more likely to be mis- 
taken than the written notes of the diary, 
and the purpose of the prosecution is under 
stood to lie to get nt the party who revealed 
the content* of the diury. That is supposed 
to be the object of the prosecution. » 

Who Will (.ov.iu Afghanistan? 

London, Kept. JH— The feeble condition of 
the ameer of » f'ghanistan's health gives rise 
to various conjectures as to whas disposition 
would lw made of the country which he ruled 
in the event of his death. Many believe that 
it would be the cause of a strife between 
Hussia and En-land, while others think that 
a fair division could be made of Afghanistan 
which would satisfy both countries. It is 
known that some members of the British 
cabinet fnvor a bold policy, und advocate an 
advance upon Cnndahar and an annexation 
of Afghanistan to India. 

It is claimed in behalf of this forward pol- 
icy that nothing has contributed so much to 
establish England's authority in India as the 
belief of the natives that the British govern- 
ment could protect both India ami Afghanis- 
tan from all comers, and that the surrender 
of the latte*- country to Russia without so 
much us a struggle would sink English pres- 
tige in the east beyond retrieving. When 
the present ameer dies the flo.Mlgates of 
Afghan turuulence will lie let loose upon his 
successor, which will give the enterprising 
generals whom the czir has left with a free 
Land on the border of his empire, the oppor- 
tunity they seek to invade Afghanistan, and 
make a bold bid for Herat. 

Russia has th" ml vantage of t>eing over a 
week ahead <if England in the matier .it ,.1,. 
taiuing news from Herat or Cnbul, and can 
keep in readiness to seize the first oppor- 
tunity that offers for interference in Afghan 
affairs. An opinion prevail in a small cir- 
cle of politicians and even among a few 
Tory members, who are at present in town, 
that Lord Salisbury, expecting assistance 
from the central European alliance, will 
adopt the forward policy with a view 
to distracting attention from home, and es- 
pecially Irish affairs, and establishing the 
government more firmly in power. It ii 
believed that such an action would meet 
with the heartiest approval at the hands of 
the English public generally. 

Russia Is ITrited to Worry England. 

St. Petehsbuho, Sept. M. —The party of 
action is urging the government to interfere 
ia Afghanistan if the Ishak Kahn movement 
spreads. The Pan-Slavist papers contend 
that since the Indian government keeps ad- 
vancing forces close to the Afghan frontier, 
Russia has a right to maintain a force on the 
frontier of the province of Herat 

Moreover Russia will try and promote 
trouble for England with China on account 
of the war of aggression which England is 
waging against Thibet. It is to avoid this 
that England has ordered the expedition 
which defeated the Thibetans to return to 
Gathong in Hikkim. She desires to appear 
to act wholly on the defensive. When Rus- 
sia begins to actively badger England in In- 
dia it may be assumed that the former ia 
about to undertake a diplomatic move in the 



OIHc-rs Scoff at the Idea. 

London, Sept. 29.— The new phase given 
to the mystery of the Whiteehapel murders 
in the disclosures of the coroner in regard to 
the Am-rican who desired to purchase from 
the curator of the Pathological museum 
specimens of uterus, has awakened interest 
In the subject. Although the officials of 
Scotland Yard affect to sneer at the coroner'i 



story and seem to be apathetic regarding 
what every one else considered a fresh clue, 
it is doubtful if the officer* have taken the 
trouble to cable to the New York police de- 
partment to learn anything about the 
alleged American. The newspaper* are 
unanimous in the opinion that the coroner'* 
itory ought to be thoroughly investigated, 
and the matter given the greatest possible 
attention. 

The New York's Third Trip. 
Queenstown, Sept. 29.— The Inman line 
sUamship of New York arrived here after 
a passage of seven day* and twenty three 
hours. Her circulating pum were de- 
fective, as she wa* able to use only the star- 
board engine. For four day* the steamer 
met with continuous gales, during .which 



two passengers were thrown to the deck, and 
sustained broken rib*. During the tumult 
which was' occasioned by the storms, the 
passengers were greatly frightened. 

Sixteen People Homed to Heath. 

CmoKSTADT, Sept. 29.— A lofty wooden 
tenement filled with people burned here with 
great loss of life. The staircase was lis- 
troyed before the inmates could escape, and 
many leaped into the street from the win- 
lows and were mortally injured by falling 
nn the stone*. Six'een who could not es« 
cape were burned to death in the house. 

Vnakim In Hanger. 

SuAKIM, Sept. 29.— Thursday e veiling the 
rebels, under the cover of darkness, suc- 
ceeded in intreticning at a point j»K) yards 
to the right and in front of the water forts. 
A reconnoi^sance disclosed the fact that their 
position is strongly defended with guns and 
that the water forts are in_danger. 

Foreign Note*.
